We, the undersigned officers of the Mount Diablo 
Amateur Radio Club (MDAKC), do hereby affirm that the Hocky 
Hidge Repeater Group (RERG) is a committee in good Standing 
of MDARC, and operates under the MDARC by-laws, 

The Chairman of RRRG iS a representative of MDAKRC, 
Ownership in the repeater facility is vested in RRHG under the 
auspices and control of MDARC, 

The operating rules of RRRG were Submitted to the MDAKRC 
Board of Directors by Chairman Bob Richter W6HOF (yourself) 
and were approved unanimously by the Board on August l, 1969. 
Those rules, which are Stillin effect, were published on page 3 
in the August 1969 Carrier, a copy of which is attached hereto. 

You stated in your letter to the Carrier (July 1980) that 
RRRG requested another repeater on 147.66/.06 Mhz. We have 
been unable to find any record of such a request. 

You were inStrumental in the founding of California 
Amateur Hepeater Council (now NAKC) and held office in that 
organization. WR6ACP (now K6POU/KPT) was added to the NARC 
Sanction for WH6AHK at Some time after the Sanction was granted 
to WH6AHK (formerly W6CX). We have been unable to find any 
record that RRRG requested, authorized, or was even informed 
that WR6ACP was being added to its Sanction. 

At the September 1979 meeting of RRERG, the membership 
voted unanimously to request that K6POU/RPT be removed from 
the WR6AHK Sanction, and that K6POU/RPT refrain from uSing 
147.66/.06 Mhz. A letter was sent to you informing you of 
that action. At the October 1979 meeting of NARC, K6Pou/RPT 
was removed from the WR6AHK Sanction, and the NARC 2 meter 
repeater list dated July 3, 1980 indicates WR6AHK is the only 
repeater Sanctioned for 147,66/.06 Mhz in Northern California. 

At the May 21, 1980 meeting of RRHG, the membership 
reaffirmed its September 1979 vote by an overwhelming majority 
when it rejected a proposed agreement for the Shared use 
of 147.66/.06 Mhz with K6POU/RPT. 

| Since you are one of the founders of both organizations 
now known aS RRKG and NARC, and have been a long time active 
member of MDARC, we request that you and MDRA reSpect the 
NARC sanction, the MDARC Board of Directors request and the 
Wishes of an overwhelming majority of RRRG members ,

To: MDARC Membership 


Members of the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club interested 
in 2 meter FM communications would like to present a proposal 
to the club members. We have an operational 2 meter FM 
repeater which is set up for the MDARC members. Since this 
45g to be a club function, the use of W6CXK and its incorp- 
oration appears to be a logical solution for the repeater 
call letters. Basic policy and control of the repeater must 
of course be by the Mt. Diablo Radio Glub. An absolute 
control will be necessary by a committee of club members who 
are classified as control operators. 


Control operation of the repeater will be by Mt. Diablo 
Amateur Radio Club members only. Those wishing to control 
operate, will be required to pay an initial fee plus a mon- 
thly charge to defray maintenance and operation. These 
control operators will then become a committee of MDARG 
members responsible for the repeater and ist operation. 


Control opersztion of the repeater means that the club 
member has at his disposal the remote method and information 
necessary to remotely activate the repeater on or err. 


It is also understood, that anyone who can operate on 
the input frequency may operate through the repeater, once 
4t has been activated by a control unit. 


There will be no additional costs to the club for 
normal operation. 


After a spectrum search of the 2 meter band was made , 
4+ was decided to locate the input frequency at the high 
end. The use of 147.8 Mc will give us a good interference 
free input for the repeater. The output frequency is 
147.06 Mc.
